WINTER  GRAIN. 

WHEAT. 

The  investigation  made  April  1,  as  to  the  growing  condition  of  wheat 
and  rye  sown  last  fall,  was  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of  the  unusual  back- 
wardness of  the  spring,  which  caused  a  large  number  of  the  reports  to 
be  returned  blank,  or,  if  mentioned  at  all,  to  state  that  the  snow  was 
still,  at  that  date,  so  deep  on  the  ground  that  the  condition  was  uncer- 
tain. A  careful  study  of  the  acreage  does  not  disclose  any  material  dif- 
ference from  the  investigation  made  last  December,  and  the  result  shows 
an  increase  in  the  area  sown  of  nearly  4  per  cent,  over  that  of  1880.  In 
the  New  England  States  there  is  generally  an  average  breadth  of  land 
sown,  except  in  Massachusetts,  where  there  is  a  decided  increase.  In 
the  Middle  States  north  of  the  Potomac  River,  there  has  been  a  decided 
increase;  while  in  all  the  States  south  of  the  Potomac,  and  those  bor- 
dering on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  there  has  been  a  large  decrease;  but  the 
area  sown  in  most  of  these  States  is  so  small  that  even  a  very  large  per- 
centage of  decrease  or  increase  affects  bat  slightly  the  total  of  the 
country.  In  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  River,  Indiana  and  Wiscon- 
sin each  report  some  decrease  in  acreage,  while  Ohio  and  Illinois  report 
an  increase.  Missouri  and  Kansas,  the  only  States  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi where  grain  is  sown  to  any  extent  in  the  fall,  each  reports  large 
iucreases,  being  8  and  13  per  cent,  more  than  last  year.  California  is 
not  included  in  the  estimate  of  winter-wheat  area. 

Condition. — As  stated  above,  the  unusual  snow-fall  of  the  past  winter 
and  the  lateness  of  the  spring  finds  a  very  large  portion  of  the  wheat 
area  still  covered  with  snow,  so  that  correspondents  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  have  no  report  to  make,  as  to  the  condition,  till  the  States  of 
Maryland  and  Virginia  are  reached,  both  of  which  States  give  a  condi- 
tion very  low  as  compared  with  last  year.  All  the  Southern  States  re- 
port a  very  unfavorable  winter,  alternating  frosts  and  thaws  being  the 
main  drawback.  In  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  and  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi rivers,  the  States  in  which  winter  or  fall  sown  grain  is  the  cus- 
tom, all  report  a  very  low  condition,  excepting  Kansas,  which  reports 
much  better  than  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

WINTER   RYE. 

The  area  sown  in  rye  shows  little  change  from  last  year.  Massachu- 
setts, Iowa,  and  Kansas  each  reports  quite  an  increase  in  acreage  ;  the 
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other  sections  of  the  country  make  little  or  no  change.  For  the  crops 
of  1881  the  area  harvested  Trill  be  probably  two  per  cent,  more  than 
1880.  The  condition  is  reported  rather  higher  than  the  wheat  condition, 
but  affected  to  a  great  extent  by  the  same  causes. 

The  following  extracts  from  correspondence  are  given  : 

Vermont. —  Windsor:  "What  little  was  sown  is  still  covered  with  snow. 

Massachusetts. — Berkshire :  Grain-growing  is  successful,  acreage  gradually  in- 
creasing. Suffolk, :  None  winter-killed,  except  on  lands  covered  with  water ;  ground 
was  covered  with  snow  most  all  winter. 

New  York. — Allegany:  Cannot  tell  its  condition  till  the  snow  goes  off.  Albany: 
Made  but  little  growth  last  fall,  owing  to  drought,  and  conies  out  small  this  spring. 
Broome:  Best  promise  for  several  years:  no  damage  as  yet  by  heaving.  Genesee:  Now 
covered  with  snow ;  critical  time  is  yet  to  come.  Lewis :  Covered  with  snow.  Oneida : 
Steady  and  cold  winter,  with  a  good  covering  of  snow  :  grain  and  grass  are  looking 
nice.  Onondaga:  No  damage  as  yet :  condition  uniformly  favorable.  Saratoga:  Much 
of  it  is  yet  under  snow  ;  looks  well  where  uncovered.  Tioga  :  Cannot  tell  condition 
until  snow  leaves.      Westchester  :  Partly  killed  by  severe  wiDter  weather. 

New  Jersey. — Burlington  :  Has  not  looked  so  poorly  for  several  years ;  appears  to  be 
badly  wiuter-killed ;  50  per  cent,  below  the  past  2  years.  Salem  :  Badly  killed  out  on 
low  lands;  tolerably  well  set  on  high  lauds,  but  is  quite  backward.  Warren  :  Usual 
acreage  ;  condition  impaired  when  the  snow  was  leaving  by  ice  and  water  covering  it 
too  long. 

Pennsylvania. — Blair:  Not  looking  so  well  as  when  the  snow  went  away:  hard 
freezing  and  high  winds.  Butler  :  Indications  of  a  good  crop  when  last  seen.  Brad- 
ford:  Acreage  about  the  same  as  last  year;  prospects  of  an  excellent  crop.  Craw- 
ford :  Small  growth  last  fall  owing  to  drought ;  when  the  snow  left  it  looked  reasonably 
well,  but  the  past  few  days  of  March  was  very  hard  on  it.  Clearfield  :  Covered  with 
snow.  Cambria:  No  indications  of  heaving:  covered  since  middle  of  December. 
Cumberland  :  Injured  during  March  by  high  winds  and  hard  frosts.  Elk  :  Fields  yet 
covered  with  snow,  but  judging  from  a  few  exposed  spots,  where  uncovered  by  wind, 
it  appears  to  be  badly  winter-killed.  Indiana:  Looked  well  when  snow  was  off.  Lu- 
zerne: Favorable  winter.  McKean :  Covered  with  snow.  Westmoreland :  Covered 
with  snow  ;  does  not  appear  to  be  injured  by  the  cold  weather.  York :  Most  too  early 
to  determine,  but  appearances  indicate  a  fair  average  crop.  Potter:  Still  covered. 
Ferry  :  Looking  well,  but  the  heavy  winds  will  set  it  back  some.  Tioga:  Spine  snow 
Vet.      Venango  :  Ground  has  been  bare  but  a  few  days  :  not  much  can  be  said  yet. 

Maryland. — Caroline:  Looking  badly :  severe  winter.  Dorchester:  Winter  grain 
is  much  damaged  by  water  remaining  on  it  this  spring;  some  fields  entirely  dead. 
Harford  :  Below  average  ;  constant  freezing  and  thawing  since  snow  left.  Howard  : 
Smothered  under  the  ice  that  covered  it ;  most  destructive  winter  known. 

Virginia. — Bedford:  Present  appearane.es  are  unfavorable:  thin  on  ground  and 
unhealthy  as  to  looks.  Goochland:  Thirty-rive  per  cent,  below  average;  severe  win- 
ter and  late  seeding.  Henrico  :  Miserable  on  thin  lands  ;  fields  that  were  drilled  in 
have  not  been  thrown  out  so  much  by  frosts.  Montgomery  :  Some  late  ;  small  growth. 
owiug  to  dry  fall ;  not  much  winter  killed;  a  good  crop  may  yet  be  made.  Prince 
(r,  orge  :  Broadcast  fields  are  very  much  damaged  ;  winter  oats  are  reported  damaged 
50  per  cent.     Rockingham  ;  Much  of  it  killed,  especially  late  sown  ;  crop  will  be  short. 

North  Carolina. — Alexander:  Good  stand;  small  growth,  owiug  to  cold  wiuter 
and  spring.  Bladen:  Bat  little  small  grain  sown.  Cabarrus:  Acreage  reduced  50  per 
cent.;  wet  weather  at  seeding  time;  condition  not  favorable.  Currituck:  Acreage 
25  per  cent,  short ;  wet  weather  at  seeding  time  ;  backward.  Pasquotank:  Very  small 
acreage  :  unfavorable  fall,  and  a  desire  to  raise  highland  rice.  Polk  :  Usual  acreage  ; 
small  growth,  but  looks  tolerably  well.      Union:  Wet  weather  at  seeding  time  pre- 
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vented  the  usual  acreage  being  sown.     Wilson :  Backward  ;  prospects  are  unfavora- 
ble for  a  full  crop. 

South  Carolina. — Anderson  :  Small  acreage ;  wet  weather  at  seeding  time. 
Laurens :  Less  small  grain  sown  than  usual,  owing  to  severity  of  winter;  barley  and 
rye  look  well. 

Georgia. — Bibb:  Benefited  by  two  snows,  a  rare  occurrence  here.  Gwinnett:  Acre- 
age 20  per  cent,  short ;  condition  20  per  cent,  below  average.  Paulding  :  Acreage  25 
per  cent,  short ;  looking  fine.  Pulaski:  About  one-half  the  usual  acreage;  planters 
"were  busy  sowing  cotton  at  seeding  time.  Sampler:  Small  acreage;  wet  seed  time, 
and  scarcity  of  seed  grain.  Morgan  :  Good  stand ;  cold  winter  retarded  growth ; 
good  promise.  Murray:  About  one-half  the  usual  acreage;  unfavorable  weather  at 
seedtime.    Haralson  :  Backward;  but  small  growth  when  winter  set  in. 

Florida. — La  Fayette:  No  winter  grain  sown.     Madison  :  None  sown. 

Alabama. — Bibb  :  Acreage  25  percent,  short ;  too  much  rain  at  seeding-time.  Bald- 
win:  None  put  in.  Barbour:  Very  little  sown.  Dale:  No  small  grain  but  oats.  Es- 
cambia :  None  sown. 

Mississippi. — Choctaw:  Almost  an  entire  failure.  Kemper:  Very  little  winter  grain 
sown,  owing  to  the  severity  of  the  weather.  La  Fayette :  But  little  put  in;  failure  of 
crop  for  past  few  years  has  discouraged  farmers.  Noxubee  :  None  grown.  Prentiss  : 
Small  acreage;  looking  well.  Tate:  Severe  winter  prevented  seeding  of  winter  grain. 
Winston  :  Small  acreage ;  uncertain  crop.      Washington  :  None  sown. 

Texas. — Austin:  All  killed  by  frosts.  Brown:  Looks  well;  acreage  10  per  cent, 
short,  owing  to  lack  of  seed.  Burleson :  None  sown.  Coryell :  Small  acreage  ;  cold 
weather  retarded  growth.  Falls:  Not  enough  to  report  on.  Fannin  :  Small  acreage; 
has  heretofore  been  a  failure.  Hill :  Not  enough  sown  for  home  use.  Lampasas  :  De- 
creased acreage  ;  scarcity  of  seed  ;  better  condition  than  usual.  Lavaca  :  None  sown. 
Basic :  None.  Robertson :  No  small  grain.  Williams  :  40  per  cent,  short  in  acreage ; 
excessive  rains  at  seeding-time.  Bexar:  No  winter  grain.  Shelby:  None  sown,  owing 
to  rust.     Bed  River:  Amounts  to  nothing  in  this  county. 

Arkansas. — Baxter:  Badly  frozen  out.  Bradley:  We  raise  none.  Cra  wfo  rd  :  About 
one-half  the  usual  acreage ;  cotton-picking  interfered.  Lzard :  Small  acreage  ;  wheat 
culture  seems  to  be  on  the  decline.  Lonoke:  Unfavorable  fall ;  but  little  land  seeded. 
Mississippi:  None  sown.  Marion:  Sown  only  for  family  use.  Pope:  Prospects  very 
unfavorable ;  not  over  a  half  crop  can  be  expected. 

Tennessee. — Cocke:  Hard  winter  on  grain.  Davidson:  Only  one-half  the  usual 
acreage ;  unfavorable  weather  at  seeding-time.  Hardin:  Scarcely  any  sown  ;  unfavor- 
able fall.-  Hamblen:  Very  small,  but  healthy  looking.  Jefferson:  Usual  acreage ;  not 
a  full  crop  expected,  as  it  is  somewhat  frozen  out  on  clay  lands.  Jackson :  Farmers 
were  not  half  done  seeding  when  winter  came.  Meigs :  Fields  that  were  drilled  in 
look  well ;  in  others  it  is  badly  frozen  out.  Marion  :  Small  acreage  ;  run  short  of  seed; 
large  area  of  oats  sown.  Sumner:  Small  growth;  early-sown  is  looking  well;  late- 
sown  is  nearly  all  lost.  Montgomery :  Miserable ;  poorest  promise  in  40  years.  Ruther- 
ford :  Very  small  acreage. 

West  Virginia. — Berkeley  :  General  appearance  5  per  cent,  below  average  ;  consid- 
erable injury  by  the  severe  winter ;  cannot  expect  a  full  crop.  Jackson:  Improved 
very  much  in  the  last  half  of  March ;  good  stand,  but  backward.  Morgan  :  Stands 
well ;  growth  not  so  large  as  usual.  Monroe  :  Drought  last  fall  prevented  a  good  start ; 
looks  poorly  owing  to  the  severe  winter.  Marion :  Much  damaged  by  the  late  cold 
winds.      Wyoming  :  Considerably  frozen  ;  snow  covers  it  yet. 

Kentucky. — Allen:  Considerably  frozen  out;  will  not  be  half  a  crop  made.  Ander- 
son :  Generally  drilled  in  ;  winter  favorable.  Ballard  :  Put  in  late  owing  to  the  wet 
fall ;  winter  came  so  early  that  the  crop  was  badly  injured.  Clay  :  Winter  grain  does 
not  look  so  well  as  last  year,  owing  to  the  severity  of  winter  ;  prospects  are  yet  good 
for  a  fair  crop.  Campbell :  Not  a  full  crop  sown  owing  to  drought  last  fall ;  the  winter 
has  been  very  severe  on  grain ;  barley  is  one-half  gone.     Carter :  Badly  frozen  out  last 
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December,  especially  on  uplands.  Fulton  :  Acreage  20  per  cent,  below  last  year  ;  early 
sown  looks  well,  but  late  planted  is  weakly.  Graves:  Acreage  25  per  cent,  sbort ; 
winter  set  in  before  seeding  was  completed.  Henderson  :  Generally  sown  late  and  in- 
jured by  freezing  ;  not  looking  well.  Johnson:  Below  average ;  most  severe  winter 
for  years.  Jefferson  :  Decreased  acreage,  owing  to  early  winter ;  with  a  favorable  sea- 
son we  will  have  a  good  crop.  Lee  :  Winter  grain  20  per  cent,  below  average  ;  severe 
winter.  Montgomery  :  Fields  that  were  drilled  in  are  looking  20  per  cent,  better  than 
those  sown  broadcast.     McCracken  :  About  one-half  the  usual  acreage  ;  wet  fall;  crop 

ooks  fair,  early  pown  the  best.  McLean :  Badly  frozen  out,  especially  on  thin  land. 
Ohio  :  Twenty-five  per  cent,  short  in  acreage;  wet  fall.  Russell :  Forty  per  cent,  decrease 
in  acreage :  wet  fall :  early  sown  looks  well,  but  late  planted  is  badly  heaved  out. 
Robertson  :  Much  of  the  early  sown  died ;  late  planted  looks  well.  Shelby  :  Drought  last 
fall  retarded  seeding ;  but  small  growth  when  winter  set  in  ;  badly  lifted  by  frost ;  will 
not  make  over  a  two-thirds  crop.  Union  :  About  one-third  was  sown  late  and  will  be 
an  entire  failure ;  early  planted  looks  promising.  Woodford  :  Small  growth  ;  broadcast 
fields  are  considerably  frozen  out.  Edmonson:  Cold  weather  continues;  nothing  can 
be  said  concerning  the  crop  that  is  reliable.  Owsley  :  Hard  winter  on  all  small  grain. 
Ohio. — Adams  :  Acreage  10  per  cent,  short ;  looks  thick  enough  on  rolling  lands  to 
make  a  good  crop,  but  the  plant  is  quite  small ;  on  low  lands  it  was  killed  by  ice 
and  sleet.  Ashtabula  :  No  rain  since  snow  left ;  cannot  determine  its  actual  condition. 
Ashland:  The  ground  was  bare  a  part  of  the  month,  and  it  then  looked  excellent. 
Athens:  Nearly  destroyed  by  freezing  and  thawing.     Clermont:  Sown  late  and  was 

mall  when  snow  came  ;  has  grown  none  during  the  winter,  and  looks  poor.  Guernsey  : 
The  last  month  has  been  very  severe  on  the  crops.  Holmes:  March  weather  injured 
it  10  per  cent.  :  early  sown  looks  well,  but  late  planted  did  not  set  well.  Licking  :  Late 
sown  is  very  poor ;  the  crop  has  suffered  very  much  by  freezing  and  thawing  since 
the  snow  left.  Meigs  :  Worst  appearance  for  years.  Medina  :  Cannot  equal  the  crop 
of  1879  or  18S0.  Marion  :  Excellent  condition ;  well  protected  by  snow  during  the 
winter.  Putnam:  Snow  left  it  looking  small,  but  bright  and  healthy.  Boss:  The 
decline  iu  condition  is  attributed  to  late  seeding;  early  sown  looks  well.  Scioto: 
Badly  injured  by  freezing  and  thawing  just  after  snow  left ;  some  improvement  during 
the  bright  days  of  March.  Vinton:  Badly  frozen  out;  cannot  make  a  full  crop 
Warren:  Appears  to  be  much  injured  by  freezing  and  thawing.  Wyandot:  Fair 
promise,  but  not  so  good  as  last  year.  Van  Wert :  Much  injured  by  freezing  and 
thawing  ;  late  sown  ruined. 

Michigan. — Calhoun:  Ground  is  yet  covered  with  snow  and  ice.  Cass:  Cannot 
determine  its  condition  until  the  snow  melts.  Hillsdale:  Fields  are  about  clear  of 
snow ;  we  have  had  a  long  and  cold  winter;  crop  looks  poor.  Ionia:  Snow  and  ice 
still  cover  the  fields.  Isabella  :  Prospects  are  favorable  ;  snow  came  early  and  staid  all 
winter.  Kent:  Small  growth  when  winter  set  in;  covered  with  snow  135  days:  fields 
are  now  but  partially  uncovered.  Lenawee:  The  cold  dry  winds  and  freezing  nights  of 
March  have  damaged  it  more  than  the  winter  weather.  Lapeer :  Healthy,  but  of  smaller 
growth  than  last  year;  fair  prospects  of  a  good  crop.  Manistee:  Has  been  covered 
with  snow  since  early  November.  Montcalm:  Impossible  to  determine  condition  of 
winter  grain,  as  it  has  been  covered  with  snow  since  December  1.  Osceola :  Snow  has 
been  2  feet  deep  since  November;  no  frost  in  the  ground  all  the  winter:  grain  looks 
green  and  healthy  under  its  covering.  St.  Clair :  Too  early  to  determine  its  condition ; 
April  is  our  most  critical  month  some  years.  St.  Joseph  :  The  impression  is  that  it  is 
one-half  frozen  out.  Van  Buren :  Covered  with  snow  since  November  17;  what  can 
be  seen  looks  promising.  Newaygo:  Heavy  body  of  snow  has  covered  the  crop  since 
middle  of  November;  some  people  think  it  will  be  smothered. 

Indiana. — Elkhart:  Usual  acreage  ;  not  in  good  condition  when  winter  set  in  :  has 
suffered  considerably  on  sandy  soil.  Franklin:  Very  bad  condition,  especially  late 
sown.  Greene:  Damaged  by  freezing  the  latter  part  of  winter.  Hamilton:  Very 
small]  unfavorable  winter.     Jennings:  Prospects  for  about  two-thirds  of  last  year's 
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crop.  Morgan  :  Usual  acreage  ;  still  under  snow.  Parke  :  Small  growth  and  consid- 
erably frozen  out.  Posey :  Much  of  it  pulled  up  by  frosts ;  many  fields  entirely  ruined. 
Putnam:  Looks  well  as  a  general  thing;  not  so  much  injury  as  supposed.  Starke: 
Injured  very  much  by  hard  freezing  since  the  snow  went  off.  Steuben :  Poor  start  last 
fall;  some  fields  not  one-tenth  germinated;  5  months  of  hard  freezing  weather. 
Tippecanoe :  Fair  average  condition,  but  did  not  winter  so  well  as  last  year.  Whitley  : 
Covered  with  snow;  what  has  been  seen  looks  favorable.  Harrison  :  Worst  appear- 
ance for  many  years,  although  the  drill  has  been  almost  universally  used;  sown  late 
owing  to  the  dry  fall,  and  has  been  badly  thrown  out  by  freezing;  early  sown  is 
injured  by  the  Hessian  fly. 

Illinois. — Crawford  :  Small  growth ;  long  and  cold  winter.  Clinton  :  Hardest  winter 
experienced  in  Illinois  since  1837.  Christian :  Usual  acreage ;  cannot  make  over  a 
half  crop  with  the  most  favorable  weather.  Da  Page  :  Has  been  covered  with  snow 
all  winter  ;  will  be  likely  to  come  out  in  good  condition.  Ford :  Not  sufficiently  ad- 
vanced to  determine,  but  at  present  the  crop  looks  rather  bad.  Greene:  Considerably 
injured ;  some  fields  will  be  plowed  up  ;  favorable  weather  may  give  us  a  three-fifths 
crop,  but  another  blizzard  is  now  uj)on  us.  Jersey  :  Good  condition,  except  on  the  tops 
of  ridges.  Jasper:  Fair  stand  but  small  growth  ;  weather  still  unfavorable.  Jackson: 
Never  saw  it  looking  so  bad  at  this  season  of  the  year.  Kankakee :  Larger  area,  but 
impossible  to  tell  condition  yet,  owing  to  snow  and  ice.  Lee  :  Can  be  seen  but  in  a 
few  places.  Logan  :  Decidedly  bad  ;  dead  in  some  places  and  all  fields  are  more  or  less 
injured.  Madison:  Generally  in  fair  condition ;  some  fields  have  been  injured  by  water 
and  ice  standing  on  them.  Moultrie:  Prospects  of  an  entire  failure  ;  dry  fall  caused  a 
feeble  growth  ;  cold  winter  with  but  little  snow.  Perry  :  The  most  of  the  crop  was 
sown  late  and  has  but  a  small  growth  ;  badly  heaved  out  after  snow  left ;  some  fields 
will  be  plowed  up.  Putnam  :  Covered  with  snow  since  the  middle  of  November.  Pike : 
Indications  of  a  half  crop.  Sangamon:  Some  pieces  are  dead,  others  spotted,  and  a  few 
looking  well.  Tazewell :  Most  of  it  was  put  in  late  for  fear  of  chinch  bugs  ;  the  last 
time  the  ground  was  bare  the  early  sown  looked  full  average,  but  late  sown  looked  bad. 
Vermillion:  Cannot  yet  determine  the  extent  of  injury  by  freezing.  White:  Impossible 
to  determine  its  condition  now,  but  enough  is  known  to  decide  that  late  sown  is  all 
ruined.  Will:  Under  snow  and  looking  well.  TV  abash  :  Early  sown  suffers  from  the 
effects  of  the  fly  ;  late  planted  is  badly  heaved  out.  Whiteside :  Cannot  determine  its 
condition  until  the  snow  melts ;  what  is  exposed  seems  to  be  killed.  Rye  seems  to  be 
all  right.  Winnebago  :  Too  early  to  determine  its  condition,  but  from  present  appear- 
ances most  of  it  is  alive ;  first  half  of  winter  was  cold  and  dry. 

Wisconsin. — Barron:  Prospects  good;  covered  with  snow  all  winter.  Columbia: 
Under  snow.  Dodge  :  Fears  are  entertained  that  it  was  injured  by  the  ice  that  covered 
it  before  the  snow  came.  Douglas  :  Covered  with  snow  ;  cannot  tell  how  it  will  come 
out.  Kenosha  :  Many  farmers  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  damaged  by  freezing  be- 
fore snow  fell.  La  Fayette :  Presumed  to  be  all  right,  as  it  has  been  covered  with  snow 
all  winter.  Outagamie  :  Impossible  to  form  a  conclusion  as  it  is  covered  with  snow. 
Bock  :  Did  not  look  well  last  fall  before  the  snow  fell ;  cannot  say  now  in  what  condi- 
tion it  is.  Bacine :  Cannot  determine  its  condition  until  the  snow  melts.  Bichland: 
Still  covered  with  snow.  Wood:  Not  seen  since  November  10.  Walworth:  Too  early 
to  speak  confidently ;  some  fears  that  it  is  smothered  by  the  coat  of  ice.  Jefferson:

Mille  Lacs :  The  dee}} 
snow  has  undoubtedly  benefited  it.  Bamsey  :  Not  an  acre  of  winter  grain  in  the  county. 
Steele:  Only  a  little  put  in  as  a  matter  of  experiment.  Wadena:  Still  covered;  sup- 
posed to  be  in  good  condition.  Carver  :  Very  small  acreage  ;  supposed  to  be  in  good 
ondition  under  its  cover  of  snow. 
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Iowa. — Allamakee:  Condition  not  easily  determined  ;  supposed  to  be  about  average. 
Andrew  :  Will  not  have  a  half  crop,  even  should  the  weather  prove  favorable  from  this 
time.  Black  Hawk :  Small  acreage,  owing  to  failure  last  year  by  the  open  winter. 
Clarke :  Supposed  to  be  in  good  condition ;  covered  with  snow  all  winter.  Cedar  : 
But  little  sown,  owing  to  failure  of  previous  year ;  looked  well  when  last  seen  five 
months  ago.  Clinton:  Covered  with  snow.  Greene:  Covered  with  snow  for  the  past 
three  months.  Henry  :  Condition  cannot  be  determined :  snow  covers  the  ground  yet. 
Harden:  Scarcely  any  sown.  Jackson:  Still  covered  with  snow.  Johnson:  Covered 
with  snow.  Linn:  Snow  still  covers  it.  Lyon:  Still  snowed  under.  Pottawatamie  : 
Small  acreage,  but  favorable  condition.  Ringgold:  Most  all  killed.  Audubon:  Favor- 
able winter ;  but  it  is  too  early  to  determine  its  condition,  as  the  snow  still  covers  it. 

Missouki. — Audrain:  Increased  acreage;  condition' a  little  below  average.  Cald- 
well: Nearly  abandoned;  chinch  bugs.

Randolph:  Good 
p>rospects  for  winter  grain.  Saint  Louis:  Looking  well.  Saint  Charles:  Badly  dam- 
aged by  freezing. 

Kansas. — Dickinson  :  Not  looking  so  well  as  last  year ;  had  a  heavy  covering  of  snow 
for  over  two  montbs ;  the  plant  is  strong  and  vigorous,  and  the  crop  supposed  to  be 
safe.  Douglas  :  Still  under  a  heavy  body  of  snow.  Ellis  :  Came  through  the  winter 
all  right,  especially  the  early  sown.  Farmers  were  too  poor  to  purchase  seed,  which 
accounts  for  the  large  decrease  in  acreage.  Johnson  :  Wintered  well,  but  the  freezing 
and  thawing  of  the  past  few  days  has  inj  ured  it  some.  Linn  :  Upland  is  good ;  drowned 
out  some  on  low  lands.  McPherson  :  Supposed  to  be  in  prime  condition  until  the  past 
two  weeks;  from  present  indications  it  is  badly  damaged,  some  fields  appear  to  be 
dead.  Marshall :  Injured  this  spring  by  a  coat  of  ice ;  the  cold  winter  demolished  the 
chinch  bugs.  Reno:  Suffered  considerably  by  March  freezes.  Rawlins:  Good  prospects 
for  a  full  crop.  Sheridan:  Looks  quite  dead,  but  it  is  sprouting  freely  from  the  roots. 
Stafford:  Acreage  decreased  40  £per  cent.;  some  winter  killed,  but  it  is  generally  in 
fair  condition.  Shawnee  :  Acreage  increased  fully  50  per  cent. ;  looking  well  for  this 
season  of  the  year,  a  few  late-sown  pieces  excepted.  Wyandotte  :  Most  of  the  crop  was 
sown  late  and  is  considerably  forozen  out;  early  sown  looks  well;  drilled  is  50  per 
cent,  better  looking  than  broadcast  fields. 

Nebraska. — Buffalo:  Small  acreage  ;  good  condition.  Cass:  Winter  grain  is  sup- 
posed to  be  all  right.  Greeley :  All  the  wheat  is  dead ;  rye  looks  50  per  cent,  better 
than  usual.  Gosper :  Wintered  well,  but  was  badly  killed  out  by  freezing  and  thaw- 
ing during  the  spring.  Nemaha :  Usual  acreage  ;  ground  now  covered  with  snow.  Sew- 
ard :  Small  acreage  ;  condition  good. 

California. — Mendocino  :  Acreage  decreased  20  per  cent;  fall  rains  .came  late,  which 
gave  us  a  very  short  seeding  time.  Xapa  :  Twenty-five  percent,  decrease  in  acreage  ; 
farmers  are  unable  to  plow  or  sow,  owing  to  wet  weather.  Santa  Clara  :  Acreage  10 
per  cent,  below  average,  owing  to  wet  condition  of  land  at  seeding  time;  grain  of  all 
kinds  looks  well.  Solano:  Acreage  short  35  per  cent.,  owing  to  wet  weather;  early 
sown  is  above  an  average  condition,  but  late  planted  is  very  poor.  Stanislaus  :  Con- 
stant rains  cut  the  acreage  short  25  per  cent. 

Oregon. — Josephine:  Very  little  sown  yet;  too  wet  to  plow.  Linn:  Mild  winter, 
no  injury  by  frost :  prospects  never  better ;  acreage  above  average.  Marion:  Acreage 
20  per  cent,  above  average.  Polk  :  Not  so  far  advanced  as  some  years,  but  the  crop  is 
quite  healthy.  Washington  :  The  dry  fall  put  it  in  poor  condition,  but  the  plant  has 
been  growing  all  winter  and  its  condition  is  now  up  to  an  average. 
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Nevada. — Nye :  Acreage  is  so  small  that  it  is  hardly  worth,  reporting ;  all  crops 
have  to  be  irrigated  and  water  is  scarce. 

Colorado. — Fremont:  No  occasion  to  raise  winter  wheat;  we  can  produce  good 
crops  of  spring  sown  of  excellent  quality.     Rio  Grande  :  No  winter  grain  sown.

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HORSES. 


Oar  April  report  shows  a  fair  condition  of  horses  as  well  as  other  classes 
of  farm  animals.  After  a  winter  of  so  long  duration  and  exceptional 
severity  it  was  to  be  feared  and  expected  that  disease  and  want  of  pro- 
vision would  cause  great  losses ;  in  this  respect  horses  probably  have 
fared  better  than  the  other  classes  of  farm  animals,  and  although  in 
Texas  and  the  West  cold  and  inattention  have  caused  much  loss,  in  none 
of  the  other  sections  are  any  deaths  reported  from  these  causes.  Epi- 
zootic and  distemper  haverun  a  course  covering  all  sections  of  the  country, 
but  the  type  has  been  mild,  and  in  most  States  is  or  has  disappeared 
entirely.  In  the  New  England  and  Middle  Atlantic  States  two-thirds 
the  counties  report  no  disease,  while  the  others  report  epizootic  and  dis- 
temper in  a  mild  form.     In  the  South  Atlantic  States  the  reports  of  epi- 
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zootic  are  about  in  the  same  proportion,  while  the  complaint  of  local 
diseases,  such  as  blind  staggers,  black  leg,  and  farcy,  together  with  a 
statement  of  great  scarcity  of  food  and  fodder  are  numerous.  In  Texas 
and  Arkansas  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  counties  reporting  mention 
the  epizootic,  and  at  the  same  time  report  much  mortality  from  black 
leg,  blind  staggers,  and  farcy.  Some  of  our  correspondents  charge 
maladies  of  these  characters  upon  the  neglect  of  the  owners.  The 
southern  inland  States  show  the  same  presence  of  epizootic,  and  at  the 
same  time  report  many  cases  of  stomach  disorders,  such  as  bots  and 
cholic. 

In  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  River  lung  diseases  and  epizootic  are 
the  most  important,  but  in  no  State  is  the  disease  reported  as  malignant 
or  dangerous. 

In  the  States  of  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  Iowa  diseases  are  rarely 
mentioned,  while  the  severity  of  the  winter  and  the  scarcity  of  fodder  is 
much  complained  of.  Missouri  and  Kansas  report  more  cases  of  lung 
disease  and  those  incident  to  exposure  and  cold  than  the-  adjoining 
States;  while  fully  one-half  the  correspondents  speak  of  the  epizootic, 
they  generally  characterize,  it  as  mild.  The  reports  from  the  Territories 
show  a  smaller  range  of  diseases  than  in  the  States,  but  similar  within 
the  same  isothermal  parallels. 

SHEEP. 

The  condition  of  sheep  throughout  the  country  after  the  unusually 
severe  winter  just  passed  is  reported  as  poor ;  much  below  the  reports 
of  the  last  five  years.  Although  there  has  been  a  disposition  to  pro- 
vide food  and  shelter  more  appropriate  for  this  class  of  farm  stock  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years,  yet  the  reports  from  large  sections,  and  in  the 
most  prominent  sheep-raising  States,  show  that  the  absence  of  such  pro- 
vision is  very  apparent;  even  in  the  extreme  sections  of  the  South 
there  is  universal  complaint  of  suffering  and  death  for  want  of  shelter 
during  the  winter  just  closed.  In  the  New  England  States  not  one 
report  of  disease  was  made,  while  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Penn- 
sylvania only  five  counties  report  any  disease  whatever,  and  of  these 
four  were  foot-rot  and  one  paper  skin ;  the  condition  is  given  as  good 
and  fully  up  to  the  average.  Farther  south,  in  the  States  of  Maryland 
and  Virginia  the  condition  is  reported  as  poor,  and  great  mortality  among 
the  lambs  from  the  severe  cold  of  March.  In  one  locality  there  is  men- 
tioned a  disease  as  occurring  on  the  same  places  where  hog  cholera  was 
last  year,  and  the  disease  is  spoken  of  as  very  similar  to  that  disease ;  many 
deaths  are  chronicled  in  these  States  from  loss  of  appetite  and  living  too 
long  on  dry  fodder.  North  and  South  Carolina,  together  with  the  Gulf 
States  except  Texas,  report  but  little  disease,  but  as  usual  complain 
of  the  numbers  of  worthless  dogs,  which  prevent  the  breeding;  of  sheep 
in  these  States;  the  condition  of  sheep  there  is  reported  very  poor, 
and  is  attributed  to  want  of  shelter  and  proper  provision  for  such  a 
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season  'as  has  just  passed.  Texas,  which  since  a  few  years  has  become 
very  prominent  as  a  sheep  raising  State,  reports  a  large  percentage  of 
disease,  viz :  In  75  counties  reporting,  23  report  scab  as  prevalent,  2  foot- 
rot,  and  1  grub  in  the  head ;  the  condition  in  this  State  varies  with  the 
section  from  which  the  report  is  made ;  thus  in  the  older  and  more  thickly- 
settled  counties  the  condition  is  given  as  poor,  stock  thin,  and  needed 
protection  during  the  winter,  while  in  the  newer  and  less  populated 
counties,  where  the  range  was  less  overstocked,  the  reports  are,  very 
good  and  stock  fat.  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  report  a  poor  condition, 
much  loss  in  lambs,  and  often  express  fear  that  the  fleece  will  be  very  light; 
some  cases  of  foot-rot,  grub,  and  scab.  The  States  north  of  the  Ohio 
River  report  a  low  condition,  and  in  some  instances  state  that  sheep  have 
not  seen  the  earth  since  last  November.  The  reports  from  Illinois  are. 
somewhat  better  than  those  from  Ohio  and  Indiana.  No  disease  of  any 
importance  is  reported  from  this  section.  The  States  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi River  reporta  better  condition  than  the  States  east  of  it;  Iowa, 
Missouri,  and  Kansas  report  in  a  few  counties  some  scab,  but  no  disease 
more  than  usual.  In  California  fully  one-half  the  counties  mention  the 
scab  as  being  in  some  flocks,  and  some  distemper  also ;  otherwise,  the 
condition  from  there  is  reported  as  excellent  and  better  than  usual. 

CATTLE. 

New  England  correspondents  all  report  the  condition  of  cattle  as 
good ;  no  counties  being  graded  as  poor.  Feeding  has  generally  been 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  judiciously  managed.  Winter  quarters  in  this 
region  means  good  shelter  from  the  severity  of  the  weather,  together 
with  due  care  for  ail  the  wants  of  the  animals.  No  disease  is  mentioned 
in  this  section.  In  the  Middle  States  the  condition  is  reported  as  good 
to  fair,  by  the  regular  county  correspondents,  but  the  reports  of  the 
veterinary  inspectors  employed  by  this  department  give  the  following 
statements  of  interest:  "  The  authorities  in  Pennsylvania  have  been 
quite  successful  in  their  recent  efforts  to  eradicate  the  disease  of  conta- 
gious pleuro-pneumonia  of  cattle.  On  the  14th  instant,  but  three  in- 
fected  herds  were  reported  as  existing  within  the  State,  viz :  one  herd  of 
21  animals  in  Delaware  County,  quarantined ;  one  herd  in  Philadelphia 
County,  quarantined ;  one  herd  in  Bucks  County,  quarantined.  The 
State  is  now  paying  almost  full  value  for  infected  animals." 

New  York:  "Contagious  pleuro-pneumonia  does  not  seem  to  be 
spreading  among  the  cattle  in  the  infected  district  of  this  State."  A 
correspondent  writing  from  New  York  City  says:  "  Last  Friday  27  cows 
were  bought  at  the  Central  stock-yards,  and  conveyed  by  the  regular 
cattle-boat  to  44th  st. ;  one  of  these  cows  was  killed,  and  the  lung  pre- 
sented all  the  peculiar  lesions  of  contagious  pleuro-pneumonia. "  A  few 
cases  are  also  reported,  by  the  same  authority,  in  the  counties  of  Morris, 
Essex,  Burlington,  Bergen,  and  Hudson,  in  New  Jersey. 

In  Maryland  our  regular  correspondents  in  Harford  and  Baltimore 
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Counties  report  cases  of  pleuropneumonia,  and  the  veterinary  inspectors 
report  it  in  an  acute  form  in  a  number  of  stables  and  farms,  and  say 
that  some  dairymen  in  the  vicinity  of  Baltimore  practice  innoculation. 
In  Virginia  and  the  States  to  the  south  of  it  many  correspondents  note 
cases  of  blackleg,  distemper,  and  murrain,  but  none  speak  of  pleuro-pneu- 
monia  or  other  disease  of  like  importance.  In  Texas  a  majority  of  the 
reports  are  of  a  very  poor  condition,  but  no  special  disease  other  than 
local  ones,  such  as  hollow  horn,  &c.  In  all  the  States  of  the  valley  of 
the  Mississippi  the  reports  are  of  good  health,  but  low  in  flesh.  The  re- 
ports of  condition  improve  the  farther  north  they  are,  thus  showing  that 
the  inhabitants  in  those  sections  make  a  provision  more  adequate  than 
their  more  favored  brethren  to  the  southward.  In  many  of  these  States 
no  case  of  disease  is  reported,  while  in  others,  notably  Missouri  and 
Kansas,  cases  of  blackleg,  murrain,  and  distemper  are  the  only  types 
reported.  In  the  Territories  and  on  the  Pacific  slope  no  diseases  are  re- 
ported ;  but  in  the  former,  much  loss  from  extreme  cold  and  exposure. 

SWINE. 

The  reports  received  since  April  1  show  rather  a  poorer  condition  than 
last  year.  The  general  return,  however,  is  favorable,  and  although  quinsy, 
lung  fever,  and  measles  are  reported  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  their 
range  is  narrow  and  their  effects  insignificant.  The  swine  plague,  or 
cholera,  however,  is  largely  reported — as  it  was  last  year — but  does  not 
assume  any  more,  if  as  malignant  a  type,  or  as  great  a  ratio  of  loss. 
The  remarks  of  many  of  our  correspondents  go  to  enforce  a  truth,  ap- 
parent upon  the  minds  of  many,  that  the  diseases  with  which  these 
animals  are  affected  are  mostly  due  to  the  lack  of  sanitary  conditions, 
to  defective  and  improper  food,  and  to  general  lack  of  cleanliness.  In 
the  New  England  and  Middle  States  and  on  the  Pacific  coast,  in  which 
sections  but  a  small  number  of  our  hogs  are  raised,  there  are  few  or  no 
complaints  of  disease.  In  New  York  only  one  county  reports  any  cholera, 
and  in  Pennsylvania  only  five  mention  it,  and  these  say  it  is  not  as  fatal 
as  formerly.  In  the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States  the  cholera  is  more 
generally  reported,  but  is  stated  to  be  of  not  so  virulent  a  type  as  for- 
merly. In  these  States  deaths  are  reported  from  starvation ;  also  from 
too  many  acorns,  and  eating  too  much  cotton-seed.  In  fact,  all  the 
States  south  of  the  Ohio  and  Missouri  Eivers  report  more  disease  than 
those  to  the  north  of  them.  In  Illinois  and  Iowa  nearly  one-half  the 
reports  mention  cholera  as  present  in  some  herds  in  their  counties,  while 
in  Ohio,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota  very  few  correspondents 
make  mention  of  the  disease  at  all.  In  the  State  of  Kansas  no  county 
reports  cholera,  and  only  seven  report  disease  of  any  kind,  six  of  which 
are  quinsy,  and  one  kidney-worm.
